Diſtrations in your Parlia- 
ment. How can itbe otherwiſe ? When Pepiſh Lords are admitted to vote in your principall Aﬀaires, 
andyour chief Prelatesappeare in a malevolent conjunRion with them againſt the beſt proceedings. Oh! 
chat the King of Kings would be pleaſed toputitinto your Majeſtics Royall heart to ſequeſter the differen 
in Religion,to privacy, and your Biſhops to their ſpiriruall Callings,your Majeſty would ſoen find (as your 
Petitioners x6 6,77 believe)an effeQuall benefit,and a preſent correſpondencie. Had your Church Gover- 
nours beene cordiall and ſubſtantiall in theirduties , thoſe ſwarmes of Papiſts in Jreland and England too,
